The articles have 
heretofore been assessed at the rate of 100 
per cent xdvolorem as coverings “‘designed for 
née otherwise than in the bonafide transpor- 
tation of goods imported to the United 
States.’

Before Lynn could recover from his sur- 
prise, Beard slipped his hand into the as- 
tounded man’s pocket, and pulled out a purse, 
and as he started to open it, Lynn made a 
spring to escape, but the lynx eyed officer 
acticipated the movement, and in a moment 
baad Lynn Gown, Then the carrier was called 
up.

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POISONED MILK. 


Rourders at a Montgomery House Taken 
Violently Ill. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., September 28.—To- 
night about 9 o’clock, persons at a boarding 
house here were taken violently ill with 
vomiting. Doctors were called, medicine ad- 
ministered, and the patients are all in a fair 
way to recovery. The causeof the poisoning 
is a mystery. Other persons who 
ate and drank the same things at supper as 
thoee taken ill are unaffected. Itis supposed, 
however, that poison was in the milk or in the 
ice. Thisisthe second time thatthe same 
thing has happened at the same boarding 
bourse within a few monthe. 

All the people in another boarding house 
are discovered to be sick with the same symp- 
toms. All whodrank milk for supper were 
sick; those who did not are unaffected. Sev- 
eral hed very narrow escapes from death. Tie 
same milkman served both houses. 


THE SERPENT’S FANGS. 


Three Children Killed by a Rattlesnake’s 
' Bite 


CuHIcaGo, September 23.—Near Andalusia, 
Ala., three children of a family, ranging from 
two to six years old, went out Sunday after- 
noon to play near the house. A large pine 
tree had been blown down and they were 
playing around in the hole made by the roots 
of the tree being torn up. The afternoon 
passed, and at night the children were missed. 
The parents instituted a search and soon 
found them lying near the _ roots 
of the fallen. tree. The younger 
enes were dead, and the eldest was in a rho 
condition. Upon investigation, it was foun 
that the children had all been bitten by a rat- 
tlesnake which had made its den under the 
roots of the tree. Their bodies were terribly 
swollen, and looked as if they had been bitten 
in several different places, The eldest child 
died during the night, and the three innocents 
were buried together. S 


THE ANARCHISTS APPEAL. 


Grounds For the Motion For a New Trial 
For the Condemned. 

CHICAGO, September 2#.—Affidavits to sup- 
port the motion for new trials for the seven 
condemned anarchists, have been filed by 
their attorneys. The usual plea is entered 
thatthe verdictis not supported by the evi- 
dence, and it is also urged that counsel for the 
state employed a form of argument which was 
calculaiad to prejudicethe jary. The chief | 
point urged, however, is the story telegraphed 
from In ilianapolis shortly after.the conclusion 
of the trial to the effect that a man entered a 
énpking saloon in that city one or two days 
before tbe Haymarket massacre and exhibited 
a satchel intimating that slaughter would 
weurin Chicagoinafew days. The theory 
of the defeuse is that this mysterious stranger 
hed a quantity of dynamite bombs, and that 
he is the person who, in all likelihood, threw 
the bomb intothe ranks of the police. Tae

THE DEMOCRATS M&ERBT IN STATE 
CONVENTION. 
——L— 


Nomination of Robert 6, Green as Candidate for 
Governor—The Platform adopted—The Con- 
necticut Demoocracy—Nominations for 
Congress and Other Matters, Btc. 


TRENTON, N. J,, September 28.—Delega tes 
to the democratic state convention, including 
those who passed the night on the street, were 
astir early this morning, and the caucusing of 
twenty-one counties began about ten o'clock. 
Exciting mectings were the rule, and thesame 
uncertainty that puzzled the politicians last 
night still prevailed. The only thing positivel; 
known was that the fight was still Green 
against Field and Field agamsat Green. 

The conveation was called for noon. Tay- 
‘or’s epera Louse, the scene of the proceedings, 
began to fill up with delegates at that hour. 
There are 638 entitled to seats, and a majority 
of this number is necessary to make a choice 
for the gubernatorial nomination. 

At half past twelve o’clock, Rufus Blodgett, 
chairman of the state oxecutive committees, 
after calling the convention to order, nominat- 
ed Judge John W. Wescott, of Camden, for 
temporary chairman, Judge Wescott was 
welcomea with cheers. He took the chair and 
made a epeech, counselling moderation in: 
speech and thought. in the struggle for the 
gubernatorial nomination. The organization 
was then completed by the election of secre- 
taries and other officers. Counties were called 
for nominations, for committees on credentials, 
resolutions, etc. 

Hon. George Duryea, of New York, offered 
a resolution eulogistic of the late Samuel J. 
Tilden. 

‘Who will assume the place in history as 
statesman, whose life and public careeér will 
ever be preserved as a billiant example of love 
tor his fellow-men, of devotion to his country 
and the principles of liberty, patriotism and 
honor.” 

It was uvanimously adopted without refer- 
ence. Recess was then taken till 2 o'clock. 

_It was nearly 7:30 o’closk when the conven- 
tion reassembled. James T: Connelly, chair- 
man of the committee on permanent organiza- 
tion, reported for permanent chaiman Mr, Al- 
lan L. MeDermott, together with a list of vice- 
presidents and secretaries. The report was 
promptly adopted and Chairman McDermott 
was then presented. He made a rattling 
speech, in which he declared that the great 
issues of the campaign are questions of equal 
taxation and rights of labor to protective legis- 
lation. He eaid that for twenty years past 
every voter in New Jergey has been a slave of 
the railroads. At this time United States Sen- 
ator McPherson appeared upon the stage. The 
next business was the reception of the report 
of the credentials committee allowing Hudson 
county ten delegates in addition to the repre: 
sentation given by the state executive com- 
mittee. This stirred up a big fight 

The Essex delegation moved to amend by 
giving Essex county the same advantage. 
After debate the amendment and reports were 
adopted. Cape May also received four addi- 
tional yotes. [he commiitee on rules reported. 
Then came the report of the committee on res- 
olutions, read by Hon. Thomas F. Noonan, of 
Jersey City. It follows: 

The ¢ ats of New Jersey, in cohvention as- 
sein , declare that we reaffirm the doctrines 
declared in the national platform of the party 
2do Me Chicago, ia 1884 | That we in orse 
the Gore Bie th oth ry ip nthe success which 
has attended the efforts of the democratic party to 
reduce the cost of government and the burdens of 
taxation. We express our grief for the death of 
many great Americans who have been called from 
lifeand country since our last convention and 
that we pay a tribute”of our sorrow to the memo- 
ries of Ulyses 8S.

J. Tilden. Thatin the death of Samuel J. Tildea 
the people hare lost a sincere friend and devoted 
statesman. Thatthe national grief which accom- 
panied his body to the tomb contrasted 
with the general comamet entertained 
for his competitor inthe presidential election 
of 1876, attests the love of the American people 
for the principles of right and jus‘ice and their 
abhorrence of fraud. 

A high tribute is paid to Governor Abbett, 
and the piatform continues: 

We demand that the laws governing immigra- 
tion shall beso amended and forced as to abso- 
lutely prevent the importation of convict and pau- 

er labor. We welcome manhood in search of 

iberty and equality. We will not tolerate the in- 
trusion of those who would assail that manhood 
by degrading competition. We are. iu the words 
of the inaugural address of Governor A}bett, op- 
posed to busy prisons and ones workshops, and 
pledgethe democratic party to legislation which 
will make this sentiment effective. We applaud 
the efforts of the democratic house of repre 
sentatives to restore to the public domain 
millions of acres delivered by republican con- 
gresses to satisfy the greed of corporations and the 
grasp of fercigu speculators. Tne public lands of 
the Ucited States should breed homesteads, not 
railroad stock. Whenever the conditions upon 
which these lands were granted have been vio- 
lated, the forfeiture must be enforced, Over acres 
which are to be the homes of millionsthe demo- 
cratic party has atonce proven itself capable of 
enacting apd maintaining the legend ‘‘These lands 
are held bythe people.’’ The interest bearing 
debt of the United States should be reduced when- 
ever the surplus in the treasury can be used for 
that purpose.

An Interview With an Officer of the Order in Re« 
gard to Changes That Will be Made in the 
Laws—The Augusta Dificulty—S:rikes 
Throughout the Country, Ete. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., September 28,—In speak- 
ing of the coming general assembly of the 
Knights of Labor, which meets at Richmond, 
Va., on October fourth, ex-Grand Seeretary, 
R. D. Layton, of this city, said today that 
among the importaat questions to be consid- 
ered, will be a change in the basis of represen- 
tation. The convention at Richmond will be 


attended by possibly 500 delegates, who wil! 
represent 700,000 members of the order. 

“An effort,” said he, “will be made to es- 
tablish a basis soasto prevents meeting of 
such an unwieldy mass as will be present this 
year. At present the basis of representation 
is one to 1,000 members or a major fraction. 

“Districts should be represented in the ratio 
of one to 3,000 members. The members would 
then be as well represented and the business 
could be better and more rapidly transacted 
than by the present system. Another impor- 
tant question that will receive more favor 
than at any previous convention willbe the 
necessity of organizing by states. At present 
the district and local assemblies throughout 
the country, throw an immense amount of 
work into the office of the general secretary 
and treasurer, that could all be done by giv- 
ing the master workmen ofeach state enlarged 
powers and also making him a member of 
the general executive That,

THE CIGAR MANUFACTURGRS. 


They Hold a Convention in Philadelphia— 
The Proceedings. 


PHILADELPHIA, September 25,—President 
Helmen, of the National Cigar manufa:turers’ 
association, called the convention to order to- 
day in Continental hotel. The first thing that 
occupied the attention of the members was 
the consideration of the report of the commit- 
tee on resolutions. There was a long debate 
on the first resolution, which was presented 
and read as follows: 

Resoived, That all members be requested to 
register alltheir existing and al) future trade 
marksin the label bureau of the legal protective 
association of New York. And said bureau to be 
open for inspection to any manufacturer. 

An amendment to insert trade papers at the 
place of registration was lost, after a long de- 
bate, and the original resolution was adopted. 
The committee reported adversely on the 
second resolution, which was in effect that the 
congress should abolish the tax on cigars. The 
report of the committee on this resolution pro- 
voked a spirited discussion, and the report was 
finally postponed indefinitely. 

Mr. Frye offered a resolution authorizing 
the association to get up a label for the use of 
such manufacturers as may desire it. The 
chairman, Mr. Herman, at this time left the 
chair, calling in place David Hirsch, of New 
York. After some debate, the resolution was 
lost. 

A resolution asking congress to revise the 
tax laws was also lost, and one abolishing the 
drummers’ tax was adopted. A resolution 
asking for the passage of a-national bank- 
ruptcy law, preferably that known as the 
Lowell bill, was adopted. 

One providing for the establishment ofan in- 
dustrial school for instruction in cigar making 
was adopted. An amendment favoring the en- 
couragement of the apprenticeship system was 
made by Mr. Oppenheim and carried, the origi- 
nal resolution being lost. A resolution favor- 
ing abolishing the stamp on imported cigars 
was adopted. 

Mr. Gumport introduced a resolation com- 
mending the abolition of the use of labor or- 
ganization labels, which was adopted. 

An executive committee was appointed con- 
sisting of Edward Hyman, of New York, 
chairman; David Hirsch, of New York; Frank 
Mebray, of New York; R. Manne, Albert Gum- 
rort, of Philadelphia; Oscar Fuller, of Spring- 
field, New York; Soloman Roth, of Cincinnati, 
B. Barron, of Baltimore, and GeorgeC. Traine, 
of Reading. It was decided that the next 
con ventien shall be held in Baltimore in the 
last week of October, 1557.

A Negro Attecks a White Mav, When a Han4-to- 
Fiand Encounter Takes Place, io Whtoh Bach 
Bian Gete Badly Cut Up— Both Meu Se- 
riously Wounded- The Particulars.

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ARLINGTON, Ga., September 28,—[Special.] — 
Mr. Ben James,who was shot by Professor L, H, 
Smith about two months ago, had a fra®&s with 
Allen Jatser, colored, last Saturday about one 
o'clock. Mr. James entered H. IF. Scarbrough 
& Co.’ barroom with his knife open whittling 
and Allen Jasser was in the bar drinking. 
The negro owed Mr, James a smallh sum and 
had been previously dunned by him for the 
amount, 

When Mr. James walked in the bar the ne- 
gro said: “D—n it,don’t you come in here 
with your knife openon me, Mr, James.” Then 


pocket and said nothing to the negro. The 
negro then said: “I’ll be blamed if I'll let 
any white man come on me with a knife open.” 

At this peciod Mr. James became enraged 
and picked up a small piece of scantling which 
was lying near and approached the negro, and 
said: “Now, get out of here.” The negro 
showed resistance and Mr. James struck him 
over the head with thestick. The negro drew 
his knife and stabbed Mr. James in the neck, 
cutting an artery which connects with the 
jugularvein, Mr. James then drew his knifo 
and stabbed the negro in three places. 

Then Mr. Scarbrough reached them and 
while trying to separate them, the negro 
gashed Mr. James in the head and turned to 
rup. Mr. James pursued him and stabbed 
him once more. 

The negro ran away, but Mr. Scarbrough 
pursued bim and arrested him after he had 
run several hundred yards. 

Mr. James came near bleeding to death be- 
fore medical aid could reach him and owing 
to bis weak condition, the artery was not 
taken up, but the wound was dressed so as to 
stop the bleeding. sass 

Mr. James is in a serious condition, but is 
getting along very well and his case is hope- 
ful, 

The negro is not expected to live. He has 
been cut all to pieces several times by white 
men and is very impudent. Hie seems to 
think now that he cannot be killed aud he is 
always raising a difficulty with some white 
man. He will get “struckin the heel” yet, 
even if he recovers from these wounds. ~ 


THEY WANT PASSAGE MONEY. 


The New Jersey Uperatives Who EHefased 
to Work in the Augusta Factory. 

Avausta, Ga.,September 28.—This morning 
the twenty-five Paterson, N. J., operatives 
who came south to work in the Augusta fec- 
tory; now shut down, and who refused to go 
to work when they arrived here and viewed 
the eituation, called on the mayor to ask for 
perses home. President Phinizy, of the Au- 
gusta factoiy, was prisent at the conference, 
and represented tothe mayor that the men 
came south fully spprised of the situation, 
and not under  misapprehensions, as 
they claim. The president was willing to 
stand by the contract made by the agent of the 
Angusta fectory while in Paterson. The 
Jersey operatives maintained that they were 
betrayed into coming toAnugusta, The mayor 
declined to interfere, and did not see how the 
city could furnish passage money. Legal aid 
has been called in by the knights, and proceed- 
ings will be instituted to force the Angusta 
factory to refund the passage money. 

The following written contract was made by 
the New Jersey operatives, which is signed 
with eighty-six names, only twenty-five of 
whom came with the crowd. The contract is 
written on a letter head of the Augusta factory 
with Augusta stricken out and Paterson, N, J, 
substituted. Tbe contract is signed by all of

“When Mr. Phinizy refused to pay for the 
return of the New Jersey operatives, I called 
to s€e Judge ‘Twiggs to retain 

service to prosecute the case in 

courts. He was out, but I 
sball press thé matter before the courts and 
hold the Augusta factory company responsi- 
ble. I do this not so much for the money that 
there is in it, putas a protection to the labor- 
ing men, and to prevent their being tolled off 
from their homesand brought to any distant 
place under false pretenses. And as for the 
tiuth of this last, there can be no doubt in the 
present case, for I have papers signed by 
Blanchard as agent of the factory in which he 
fooled the operatives, and it can be proved 
that he fooled them. There was nothing about 
the lock out.”’ 

“Another‘thing about myself you can say,” 
continued the reverend master workman, 
“Very many people are saying that Meynardie 
is making money out of thismovement, Now 
I want you to say that although the executive 
committee have placed my salary at $110 per 
month, that I have not taken a cent. I have 
also been asked to run for office and I have 
declined. A man who bas long opposed moe 
atked me to run for clerk of the court, and I 
told him I would not have it. I aw working 
for the people and not for myself, and I am 
perfeetly satisfied.” 

Hon. Martin V. Calvin and General Clement 
Evans, with other prominent Citizens, are 
using every endeavor to bring about a solu- 
tion of the mill trouble, but they seem as far 
away from success now as ever.

Subscriber, Raleigh, N. C.: Caterpillars have 
appeared 1n my cotton and are increasing rap- 
idly. HowcanI arrest them? How is Paris 
green applied? 

Paris green mixed with wheat flour, one 
peund of the former to twenty-four of the 
latter, will destroy the worms without injur- 
ing the cotton, if properly distributed. Fifty 
pounds of the mixture is enough for av acre. 
Machines for distributing have been devised, 
but it may be applied with a common round 
sieve, provided with a handle three or four 
feet long, 80 the powder may no. be inhalod 
person distributing it. The sieve is 
gentiy shaken over the plants, preferably in 
the early morning whilst the air is still and 
the dew is on the leaves, so the powder will 
adhere. The other forms of arsenic are ap:to 
scorch and kil! the leaves. 

We bave seen the land upon which the corn 
in question was raised. Original growth long 
leef pine, soil sandy, with numerous pebbles 
containing iron, subsoil clay, and a foot or 80 
Naturally very poor 
land. In 1871 it had been planted in corn, in 
1572 in cotton and in 1873 was planted incorn, 
the yield of which was 119 and 3-56 bushels.

In replying to inquiries eleewhere. mention 
is made of a recent visit to the farm of Mr.

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Yesterday's Election and Its Lessons. 


The lesson of yesterday’s election is three- 
fold. The outcoming of the democratic 
hosts, and the rain of democratic ballots 
yesterday taught:

Howell) as the only worker for wages in the 
half-dozen candidates that were offered; the 
only man that stood with them in the es- 
sential of working every day for his wages.

to learn that there in no need fer farther di-§ 
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vision among our people, and that every 
petty election should not, and shall not, 
furnish a pretext for renewed agitation and 
the re-opening of all wounds. We speak 
with autbority when we say, that if small 
but various crowds who projected the Perkins 
ticket had sent out from Mr. Hillyer’a back-

is Our Coastal Plain Top Heavy. 

Mr. George lt. Cather, a well known sci- 
entist, hasan article in the New York San 
sustaining and explaining the land-slip theo- 
ry of the Charleston earthquake. Mr, Cather 
says: ; 

The trve or primary cause of the disturbance, | 
suggest, is to be found in the pressure of the moun- 
tains northwest of the points where the effects 
were peculiarly marked. While I canaot under- 
take now to elaborate the suggestion, I cau add 
that high elevations, like the Allegheny ranges aud 
otbers, as to their altitude, can never be preserved 
in statu quo. Though imperceptibly, they arecon- 
tinually gradually settlipg, and the country be- 
yond their bases is rising as they sink down. lt, 
there‘cre, depends upon the local situations which 
surround the great steeps as to whether the former 
can sustain the outward lateral pressure, and thus 
save the country from an upheaval sooner or later. 
Aby one can see at a glance that the seaboard in 
the neighborhood of great mountain rangesaffords 
afine opportunity at any time for one of those 
mysterious shake-ups when the relative situations 
favor such, and the conditions areripe for it, while 
on the opposite side of the ranee the lateral press- 
ure ismore easily sustained than on the weak spots 
which exist beyond. 

The recent earthy uake shocks in South Carolina 
were and are undoubtedly due, in my judgment, 
to the pressure exerted seaward by the great moun- 
tain ranges northwest of the disturbed center. 
The force of this pressure was something like that 
of backed waters pressing with great might against 
an obstruction, until the weight or water finally 
overbalances the resistance, when the latter yields. 
This reserve pressure was ready to be let loose at 
the slightest yielding of an adjacent resistance. 
It would necessarily follow thatthe results would 
be such as the natural conditions of impediment, 
aud that the weakest places between the mountain 
base and the sea coast might yield toan upheaval 
to make room for the new situations to take place. 
These localities wouid likel¥ be in close juxtaposi- 
tion to the coast, unless the latter would: be attoo 
great a Gistance. 

Nothing is simpler than repeated shocks regu- 
lating the new situation, yet it does not seem pos- 
sible that any further disturbance of great results 
would follow the first upheaval. This could only 
bappen by supposing the mountain range iu an 
unstable position tpon an infirm toundation, and 
that as the lateral obstructions were removed 
which helped to sustain its great weight, it would 
sink suddenly to some depth; in which case the 
force of such a concussion might split the whole 
country up for miles and drive the coast line be- 
youd its present limit in places. It must be borne 
in mind that the pressure is exerted beneath, and 
not on thesurface. Draw an imaginary straight 
line trom the base of the mountain to the:ea coast 
as a chord to the arc formed by the surface 
above, and you have an illustration of what is 
meant Ly the pressure being exerted beneath, and 
not above, 

There is no scientific jargon about this, 
and it affords as plausible an explanation of 
the south Atlantic earthquake as we have 
seen. Of course Mr. Cather’s theory cannot 
well be demonstrated to be correct, but the 
same objection applies te any other earth- 
quake theory. 

| The known fact that the Atlantic coast is 
slowly sinking sustains Mr. Cather, It may 
be centuries, however, before any readjust- 
ment of the coastal plain takes place.

LOOKS LIKB WITCHCRAFT, 


Strange and Unacecountable AMiction of a 
Rochester Boy. 


RocHEstex, September 25 —If euch a thing 
ss witcheraft exists at the preseat 
time, then this city hasa genuine stem ped- 
on-the-bottle case of it. Leonard Westveer {s 
& paper hanger who resides at No. 11 Hunt: 
ington street. Mr. Westveer’s family consists 
of himself, wife, two daughters and a son, 
twelve years of age, named Arny. Tho fami- 
ly is of Dutch descent and well to do. [és 
mémbers haveattended the Dutch Reformed 
church here and are considered among the 
leading members of the congregation, It is 
the boy Arny about whom interest counters. 
Five weeks ago he was siezed apparently with 
& form of St. Vitus’s dance, and for fully 
filteen minutes was unable to control 
the muscles of his’ lower limbs. 
The fit off and no other symp- 
toms appeared until he retired in the evening.

The boy cried for help and his parents en- 
tered theroom, As they did so they were 
astounded to see the chairs and other furniture 
moving up and dowa seemingly in unison with 
the movements ofhis muscles. The chairs 
would rise six or sight inches, while the bed 
and a bureau would shake bly. Final. 
lyithe shock passed away and the motions 
ceased, only to be followed as the family state, 
by noises or rappings which seemed to como 
from the walls and ceilings ofthe room. The 
rapping also died away. Since that time Arny 
has had the fits or shecks at intervals of two 
or three days. They are now increasiag in 
frequency, and hardly a day passes without 
one, though they do not increase in violence. 
In each instance the shocks were accompanied 
by the moving of articles in the vicinity of 
the boy. . 

Resi ients of the neighborhood soon heard of 
the peculiar case, and it was generally believed 
the story told by the fanily wasa hoax, Gev- 
eral prominent residents called at the house 
one evening to sce for themselves, While 
there the boy was attacked so strongly that it 
required two men to hold him in his chair. 
Meanwhile everything in the room, except 
the carpet, was in motion; chairs rose to two 
feet high and a heavy center table was lifted 
several inches above the floor. Since the even- 
ing mentioned parties have been at the houge 
almost daily to witmess the strange phenome- 
na. Among those who have called are Rev. 
Peter De Bruyn, pastor of the church which 
the Westy eers attend, and Rev. Mr. Meiersma, 
of the German church. 

Young Westveer has had medical attendance 
for about a month and has been watched by 
Drs. Schuchart, Kemp and Stillwell. Tae 
physicians are all puzzled by the symptoms. 
They say he is not troubled with 8t. Vitus’s 
dance or epilepsy. Drs. Kemp and Schuchart 
are inclined to believe he has heart disease, 
but Dr. Stillwell says his heart isin a normal 
covdition. It beats eighty to the minute in 
the daytime and sixty-five when he is asleep. 
it increases in rapidity often to 110 when the 
paroxysms seize him. The physiciansscout at 
the idea of witchcraft, but cannot account for 
the movements of furniture and the rappings 
which accompany each spell. 

The victim of this strange malady is per- 
fectly conscious when under its influence and 
ean converse. He is, however, entirely pow- 
erless to control himself and cannot move a 
muecle until the trouble passes off. When the 
attack seizes him he generally has had strength 
enough, if not in bed, to sitin a chair, but of 
Jate is generally under its influence about ten 
o'clock in the evening or just after going to 
bed. He feels no pain, but the doctors say he 
is becoming weaker and weaker and that, 
should the fits continue much longer, he will 
die from exhaustion. There is nothing pecu- 
liar in his countenance when attacked except 
that the pupils of the eyss dilate and 
grow more brilliant like a person’s in a fever. 
Physically the her te en~mowrhat small for his 
age and of dark wuiaspicaivu. His eyes are 
brown and his general appearance is that of a 
delicate person. The remainder ofthe family 
are in good health and have never had a 
symptom of the illness which affects the boy. 

Occasionally articles in another room from 
that in which he is are affected, but only when 
the spells are very violent. The articles 
nearest him move more than others. As an 
illustration of the power of these movements, 
it 1s related that the boy was in the yard about 
two weeks after the attacks began, and was 
seized with one. About ten feet away were 
two planks, each twoinches thick and several 
feet in length. The ends nearest him were 
raised over two feet in the air, bat immediately 
dropped to the ground. The strange case has 
attracted widespread interest, and crowds visit 
the house nightly. Superstitious persons 
fi:mly believe young Westveer is the victim of 
an evil spirit, or is bewitched, while Spiritual- 
iste say he is a medium. 


Blackburn’s Relics. 
From the Augusta, Ga., Chronicle. 

Dr. J. C. C. Blackburn, of Madison, has giv- 
en to the writer an interesting account of 
several old articles belonging to him of insig- 
nificart value in themselves, but of great 
worth froma historic s‘andpoint, and there- 
f.re,prized mo:t highly, 

First. A pocket knife, over a century ofd, 
bought by Capt. John Blackborn, grandfather 
of the doctor, and carried by the captain dur- 
ing the revolutionary war. He wasa captain 
of a company of Marion’s scouts, wasa native 
of Scotland, and came over with thee brothers 
to this country in colonialdays. He eettled in 
Scuth Carolina—his three brothers in Pennsy!- 
vania, Virginia and North Carolina. The 
knife originally had two blades, one of which 
is broken, the other and larger blade is well 
preserved, and of such good metal that with 
little honing will shave like a razor, 

Second. An old razor owned by the Doctor's 
great maternal grandfather Milner. It is near- 
ly consumed with rust despite the jealous care 
taken of it. 

Third. A walking-stick unfortunatly lost 
this summer, cut froma hickory hermitage 
avd sha into a stick by the Doctor's father, 
Dr. J. L. Blackburn who wasa surgeon of 
Gereral, Andrew Jackson’s staff and a life loug 
admirer and supporter of old “Andy.” This 
stick was cut in 1837 or 1838 during a visit to 
“Old Hickory,” for the senior Doctor made an- 
nual visits to his old chief from 1836 until 
death severed them. , 

Fourth. A jail key that locked up a portion 
of the ‘Home Guard” in Grayson, Carter coun- 
ty, Ky., that shot or hung manyof General. 
Mcrgav’s command who ventured to return to 
their homes in thatcounty to see their relatives 
or get supplier, At length General Morgan raid- 
raided into that county, captured them, locked 
them in this jailfor.a while, but afterwards 
had them taken out and dosed with the same

More About Home Industries—-What the Mannfac- 
turers’ Aseoc’ation is Doiag— fhe Proposed 
Excelsior Pacteory— Whatthe Machinery 
Will Cost-Pectory at Marietts. 


The Atlanta Manufacturers’ association has 
gone to work to ascertain the exact condition 
ofall branches of manufacturing in Atlanta 
and the inducements which are offered here 
for the establishment of manufactures in any 
hne. 

Mr. F. H. Richardson, acting secretary of 
the association, will as soon as possible prepare 
full and accurate statistics showing the num 
ber, capacity and output of the manufactures 
inthis city. It hasbeen sevoral years since 
any such work has been attempted and it will, 
doubtless, result ina surprisingly large show- 
ing for the industries of Atlanta. 

The interest in the association is increasing 
as ite members realize the practical good which 
can be done by hearty co-operation. The 
rooms of the association, at No. 354 Broad 
sircet, Up stairs, are open every day, Any in- 
formation in the possession of the secretary as 
to the cendition of manufactures in Atlanta 
will be eee furnished to any parties in- 
terested, 

Recently there has been some talk of the 
establigchment of another excelsior factory in 
Atiamta. The local demand for excelsior is 
considerable. One concern uses from twenty- 
five to thirty tons a month and another about 
six or eight tons. Atlanta would be a fine dis- 
tributing point for excelsior, as the nearest 
competition would be at Louisville, Ky. 

Tho following letter to Boyd & Baxter, fur- 
niture manufacturers, of this city, shows how 
— capital is required for the establish ment

and how varied is the material which can be 
worked up into this saleable article. The 
superintendent of the Athens, Ohio, Water 
Wheel and Machinery company, writes to 
Boyd & Bax'er, as follows: 

The demand for excelsior machinery has hith- 
erio been #0 very limited that we did not feel 
jusiifed in going tothe expense of issuing a de- 
‘criplive catalogue of mechines, contenting onur- 
selves with the issue of the circular you will fiod 
enclosed. Du: of late we have been receiving 


inquiries from all parts of this 
country, and Scotland, and New South 
Wales for our machines and have 


concluded (and now haye in press) to issue a de- 
scriptive catalogue giving prices of machines and 
manner of preparing wood, etc. In fact all the 
iuformation we think necessary on the subpect. To 
start an exceleior factory where nothing else is 
ron in connection therewith not leas than four 
machines should be used, for the reason that one 
man, with the aid of a boy of some fifteen years of 
age, could heep them running steadily and keep 
shavings away from machines.

BRAY, WRBIL AND HOWSBELL.

The Perkine Ticket Given @ Terrible Defeat—The 
Work That wae Done at th* Polis—The Car- - 
riages on the Street—The Scones at the 
Different Precientse—Tae Result. 


The democratic primary yesterday, fér legis- 
lative nominees, was one of the most exciting 
elections ever seen ip Atlanta. 

While the best of order prevailed, the 
workers at the polls displayed a most wonder- 
ful amount of energy, while the genera| in- 
terest in the election was unsr rpassed, 

Over four thousand votes were polled, and 
the six candidates ave. aged 2,215 apiece. 

Mr, Clark Howell led the entire six, receiv- 


ing a total vote of 2.99. Mr. Perkins led , 


the other end of the ticket, receiving 1,515 
votes, or 1,424 less than Mr. Howell received. 

Mr. Perkins was even at th tail end of his 
own ticke}, falling 92 votes behind Mr. Fain 
and 359 votes behind Mr, Westmoreland. 

Mr. Westmoreland, the leader of the Perkins 
ticket, was distanced by Colonel Weil to tho 
tune of 708 votes. When the shades of even- 
ing closed Mr, Howell was 1,005 votes ahead 
of the leader of the Perkins ticket. 

To figure a bit farthe:: The regular demo- 
cratic ticket received a total of 8,204 for the 
three candidates. Tho Perkins ticket footed 
up 5,086, and was beaten by an average 
over a thousand votes to each candidate. 

Here is the day’s round-up: 
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Below will be found a detailed account of 
the proceedings at the several precincts, a 
tabulated statement of the county vote, 


sketches of the successful candidates, together 
with other interesting ‘matters. 


AT SOUTH ATLANTA. 


The Events of the Day at the Largest of the 
Voting Places. 

The ballot box forthe south Atlanta pro- 
cinct was located in the basement of the Ful- 
ton county court house, and through it 2,419 
free American citizens spoke. 

The poll was opened at 7 o’clock, with John 
Stephens, representing the regular democratic 
ticket, sitting on one side, and James Grey, 
representing the Perkins ticket, sitting on the 
other side of the box, while Judge Tanner 
and the necessary clerks sat behind the table 
upon which the box rested. Before the doors 
were opered several men had congregated 
about the courthouse. Mr. Green Doda, rep- 
resenting the Perkins ticket, stood at the 
head of the stairway leading into the base- 
ment, while Judge James Anderson hur- 
ried hither and thither in the 
interest of the same _ ticket. bir. 
Sam Venable was present with a hand full of 
the 1eguiar democratic tickets, and with a 
broad, pleasant smile on his face, met the vo- 
tersastheycamein. The first tickets depos- 
ited were handled by a small group of work: 
ingmen who came in soon after the poll open- 
ed. For the first hour the crowd was small, 
but soon after eight o’clock the voters began 
comipngin rapidly. Carriages provided by 
both parties commenced rolling up and the 
workers found material to work upon. The 
workers were well drilled and did their work 
extremely well, many a vote being changed 
after the voter reached the courthouse. By 
half past nine the heavy paving stones about 
the building were crowded. 
alley-way leading to the box 
filled with workers, and at every step the voter 
found his path obstructed by some one who 
wanted to instruct him how to vote. Dr. 
Perkins stationed himself near the ballot box, 
and during the entire day remained within the 
narrow passway, handing the Perkins ticxet 
tothearriving voter and petitioning for a vote, 
always declaring thathe was a Knight of 
Labor and on the right ticket. But at oc. ery 
turn the doctor was met by some ove who 
disagreed with him,and generally induccd 
the voter to disagres, By ten o’clock tha box 


contained 1,026 vuves, and the hardest work | 


ofthe day was going on. The supporters of 
the - democratic ticket felt con: 
fident of victory, and with a 
rush and push that carried everything \:fore 
it dived upon the hallot dropper the instant he 
appeared. The Perkins element, however, 
was not dismayed by the appearance of thinge, 
and fought inch by inch for the victory they 
hoped to achieve. At noon there were noarly 
fourteen hundred votes in the box, buat the 
managers found the rush diminishing. This 
was attributed to the time of day, however. 

The workers and the friends of the two 
tickets managed to keep a pretty accurate run 
of the vote as it was cast, and to all it was 
quite apparent that the democratic 
ticket was leading handsomely. Thig 
created a great enthusiasm among 
the friends of the democratic ticket and hadi a 
correspondingly disheartening effect upon the 
fiends of the Perkins ticket. These, howev- 
er, did not lose heart, and during the dinner 
hour, when there was a lull, the universal cry 
from them was: 

‘Just wait until this afternoon. The straight 
ticket has cast its full strength almost and this 
afternoon the friends ofthe Perkins ticket 
will be out in force.” 

“All right. We'll meet you atthe tank.” 
was the answer of the democrats. 

_ By one o’clock the voting was resumed in 
full force. The Perkios supporters realizod 
ti.at they had todo ordie, and witha yon- 
they assaulted 
every yoterwhocameup. But the voter was 
tuo often in good b ods, andin less than an 
hour everybody present became satisfied that 
the democratic tick: had swept the field. Soon 
after two o’clock the Perkins supporters began 
to grow despondent, ard one after une admit- 
ted that they had lost she fizht. Some of the 
more sanguine held out, however, saying that 
the workingmen*would turn out late in the 
afternoon and give their ticket a big lift. 

_ Asthe clock began approaching three the 
interest in north Atlanta and the country 
precincts became manifest. The supporters of 
the Perkins ticke’ claimed, and had been 
claiming all day, that they would carry the 
county. Many of the regular democ.ais be: 
lieved that such would be the case. About 
half past three o’clock some one came io with 
the returns from South Bend, and in less than 
a minute he was surrounded by a large 
crowd. The announcement was not 
received with as great satisfaction 
by the Perkins faction as it would have been 
bad the majority been more pronounced. The 
regular dem »crats, however, were much pleas- 
ed with the result. In a short time the vote 
came in from West End, and then the Perkins 
men began leaving the court hous A few 
remained but they appeared listle=: and care- 


' Jess of the resu\t. About five o’clock the north 


Atlanta count was brought over and some one 
climbed upon a back and announced the re- 
sult amidst loud cheering.

They ain’t making 
much noise,”’ 

“No, that ain't the crowd to makea noise. 
Your crowd is the one that makes the noise.”’ 
said the, democrat. 

Senator brown reached the courthouse about 
two, and several sprang forward to open his 
carriage door. The senator shook hands with 
reveral friends, and selecting a ticket, walked 
down the stairway and cast his vote.

At half past twelve o’clock Rev. Dr. J. G. 
Armstrong walked up tothe polls and cast a 
straight democratic tick et. 

Soon after Dr, Armstrong cast his ballot a 
gentleman very much resembling Hon. Nat 
Hammond walked up. A half dozen workers 
crowded around Lim and boned him as to 
how he wanted o vote. Everyman thought 
it was the Hou. ... J. Hammond, and when it 
was learned that it was not he a general laugh 
ensued. The gentleman’s name is Paul 
Jones,and he travels for a large house in 
New York, 

The polls closed at 3 o’clock, and the work- 
ers went to the courthouse to put in their time 
and kept it up until 6 o’clock. There was no 
disturbance whatever at the polls during the 
day and little confusion while the voting was 
going on, 

AT WEST END. 

The voting at West End began at the usual 
hour in the morning, and continued without 
interruption until three o’clock in the afcer- 
noop, when “the poll closed. The vote was 
much heavier than usual at this precinct, and 
was a constant runon the managers through- 
outthe day. The people of the district took 
more than ordinary interest in the election, 
and spoke plainly their choice. West End be- 
ing Mr. Howell's home, it was presumed that 
‘he would carry the precinct, but the most 
sanguine expectation of his friends did not 
give him the precinct by the vote he received 

AT SOUTH BEND. 

The voting at South Bend was without any 
unusual incidents. Friends of both tickets, 
the regular democratic ticket and the Perkins 
ticket, were present when the polls opened and 
remamed until they closed. They worked 
hard for their candidates, but kept in a good 
bumor. The vote was considerably larger 
than the registration, as was the case at other 
precincts. When the polls closed the vote was 
quickly counted, and couriers at once left to 
bear the news of the result to the city. 

AT EAST POINT. 

The vote at East Point was quite large. The 
voters asscmbled at the polls early, and depos. 
ited their ballots without delay. The friends 
of the Perkins ticket were very active, but 
they could not give Perkins a majority. He 
fell considerably behind Messrs. Westmoreland 
and Fain, and also behind Mr. Howell. The 
friends of the regular democratic ticket were 
not lacking in activity. They made a gallant 
fight, and kept it up until the last ballot was 
deposited. Good hamor prevailed. Taere 
was some friendly chafling, but nothing of an 
up pleasant nature occurred. 

COOK’sS DISTRICT, 

The voting at this precinct was lively, but 
it fell nearly two hundred under the highest 
vote ever polled there, 

The friends of both tickets were on hand 
and worked with a will. Neither ticket was 
well organized, and the vote shows how the 
precinct would stand without being worked. 

Colonel T, P. Westmoreland lead the ticket 
with 164 votes, while Howell and Bray came 
in with 125 each, thus giving the Howell 
ticket two men and the Perkins ticket one 
man. 

THEY SWEPT.THE FIELD. 

The voting was lively at Peachtree. 

There Were several strikers at this precinct 
and the best of order was maintained. Howell, 
Weil and Bray lead the ticket, while Mr, Fain 
came in with twenty-five votes. 

The Burnt district, as will be seen, gave a 
rousing majority for the straight ticket, 

OTHER COUNTRY PRECINCTS. 

Nothing of importance occurred at any of 
the country precincts. It was a noteworthy 
fact that the Perkins ticket had vigorous 
workers at the country precincts, which were 
—s partially forgotten by the regular 
ticket.

the class of 1883. Returning to Atlante he at 
once began reporting on THE CONSTITUTION. In 
the fail of the same year he went to New York 
and served agar on the New York Times, 
A few montbsafter, he went to Philadelphia 
and served on the Press, under Mr. Moses 
Hancy. His object in working on these pa- 
pers was too the advantages of journalis- 
tic service on the metropolitan press. Returning 
to Atlanta from Philadelphia in April, 1584, 
he began the discharge of the duties of night 
editor of Tux ConstrTvTIon. That position 
he still holds. Mr. Howell’s first piece 
of journalittic work of note was 
bis well known Tilden interview in 1554, 
when an effort was being made to bring out 
“the old ticket.” This interview was tele- 
graphed throughout the country and to 
Eurepe, and was commented on by the New 
York Sun as‘‘a valuable addition tothe political 
history of the country.”” Mr. Howell took an 
active interest in the Cleveland 
campaign in Georgia as & mom- 
ber of the Atlanta Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic club.gHe was elected a Gordon delegate 
for Fulton county tothe last gubernatorial 
convention, seconding in that convention the 
nomination of General Gordon.
